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ABSTRACT 

The survey is the fifth in a series covering the 
salaries of engineering technicians, conducted biennially since 1969. 
The format for salary presentations is maturity curves in which 

" salary is plotted as a function of years of experience, accompanied 
by the data tables from which the curves were plotted. The survey 
covers three groups of personnel under the general category of 
engineering technicians: (1) gradua;tss of twp-year college-level 
programs leading to an associate degree in technology, (2) 
non-graduates qualified to perform the same kind of work- on the -basis 
of equivalent education and experiences, and (3) graduates of 
four-year bachelor of technology, programs. The first two groups are 
distinguished between in some of the data tabl-es. Bachelor of 
technology graduates are called "technologists" and are reported 
separately, ^he survey does not attempt to establ^ish salary standards 
for any industry or employee group; the curves simply show what 
various sectors of employment were paying as of August 1975. A ^ 
three-part guejstionnadre was used (facsimile appended) on which 
respondents indicated the number of individuals in appropriate boxes 
of a Salary- versus-experience matrix, and the report is based on 

'returns submitted by 630 'different establishments employing 61,537 
technicians.

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SALARIES OF ENGINEERING TECHNICIANS AND TECHNOLOGISTS 

INTRODUCTION ' . " • 

This survey is the fifth in a series covering the sal- 
arie's of engineer ihg technicians . The first survey was con- 
ducted on an experimental basis in 1966 as a result of wide- 
spread interest in the way engineering technicians were * t 
being utilized in industry and other areas of employment. 
Because the Engineering Manpower Commission had previously 
establis-hed a pattern of surveying engineers' salaries, bien- 
nially* on the ' even-numbered years, it was decided to conduct * 
the technicians* salary survey regularly in the intervening 
years. This necessitated a three-year interval between the 
1966 and 1969 surveys . Since then technicians' salaries 
have bjsen, surveyed^ every two years. 

The* basic' format for our salary presentations is matur- 
ity curves iQ^ which salary is plotted as a function of years 
of experience. The survey covers ■ three/ groups of personnel 
under the general category of engineering teohnicians--grad- 
uates of two-year college level' programs '-aading to an asso- 
ciate degree in technology, non-graduates . cj^alified to per- 
form the same kind of work on the basis of equiva^lent 
education and experience, and graduates of four-year bachelor 
of technology programs. In order €o distinguish between 
these groups in the data tables , the term " technician is 
used for the two-year graduates and their non-graduate coun- 
terparty, and the heading "All Technicians" refers to these 
two groups combined. Bachelor of technology graduates are 
called"^ "technologists" and are not included inVthe "All 
Technicians" curves and data tables, but are reported separ- 
ately in all cases. In the case of technical school graduates, 
experience is measured preferably as years since graduation 
with either the two-year "associate degree or the four -year 
bachelor of technology degree, as apf)ropr iate . Non-graduates 
and some graduates have to be reported on the basis of age, 
as we have found that this is often the only variable for which 
data are readily available- Ideally, years of worteLng exper- 
ience would be preferable / but many emplpyers have indicated 
their inabilityVto report years of experience obtained by* 
their technicians in previous jobs, or to determine accurately 
whether prior experience should or should not be Counted 
toward employment as a technician. In order to compare 
experience as measured by age with that measured by years

Note: The 1966 cur is based on raw data and applies to technicians in industry 
only^ See page 13 for explanation of curve smoothing routine used for computing salary 
data since 1969. Comparisons between curves should be made with caution because of 
variations in survey methodology and coverage over the years. Data for the 1966 survey 
were collected between December 1965 and January .1966 . Data for the 1969 report were 
gathered in October and November 1969'. Data for 1971, 1973,. and 1975 were collected in 
July and August of those years. • ^ 
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since graduation^ we have assumed age 20\as equivalent to 
graduation from a two-year associate 'degree curriculum, 'and 
22 as the equivarient age for bachelor's degree graduates. 

The Engineering Manpower -Commission does not attempt to 
establish salkry standards.. jEor any industry or employee grou-p. 
The cfurves pre'sentfe'd in*' this report simply show what various 
sectors of employment were paying as ''of Augus't 1975 when the 
survey was made. Users are :Cautiorted to read carefully the 
paragraph on lim'itations inherent in this^kind of salary 
data. When used with* judgment 'under conditions where the 
data'/ can .reasonably be expected to apply, ^these curves should 
be of definite value ^*to personnel majiagers , educators , and 
individual engineering technicians alike! We -present this 
report as a service to these peo'ple and to "the engineering 
community atl^large. ^ 

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SURVEY • - . , 

Engineering technicians during the last two years have, 
received average annual salary increases ranging ^fro'hi 5.2 
percent for those just out of school to 8.9 percent for those 
with 35. or more, years since graduation, according to the EMC 
surveys. Figure 1 shows how median ' curves for associate ' - 
degree and non-graduate, technicians have ris^n since our. 
initial survey in 1966.. (Because of the different age scale 
used for bachelor's degree graduates, it is not feasibleVtb' 
include them in these median curves.) The relatively small " 
increases between 1969 atnd 1971 reflect the aerospace and 
defense cut-backs, and otjier .coriditions that caused a decrease 
in the demand for eng'ineers and technicians in 1970 and 1971. 
Starting salaries for new graduates were most . no'ticeably. 
affected, as indicated by the very. small difference between 
the 1969 and 1971 curves within a few years after graduation. 

c 

Despite the beginning of economic recovery in 1973, that 
median salary curve rose only moderately. The 1975 curve 
seems to reflect the recovery of 1974 rather' than the reces- 
sion of 1975, as salaries for technicians increased sub- 
stantially, especially at the higher levels of experience. 
It is impossible to predict trends for future years on the* 
basis of the data available to date. In addition to exter- 
nal factors such as the economic situation, survey coverage 
varies and minor improvements are made in our survey method- 
ology from one year to another. However, the curv'es of 
Figure 1 provide a rough general guide.

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The table under Figure 1 'shows how median galaxies have 
changed in comparison to the consumer price index. In 
general/ technician salary 'scales^ seem to ha^ve lagged behind 
the increasing CPI, .especially .at the starting level and ' 
during periods of recession. However^ it should iDe noted 
that the salaries^ of actual 'people tend to increase along 
the curves because of experience at the same /time as the 
curves themselves, rise over the years. This is illustrated 
by the 'dotted lines on Figure 1 which represent the salary 
paths of three hypothetical median technicians, as follows: *

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The. 1975 survey results show that graduate technicians" 
start out at substantially higher salaries than non-graduates, 
but the advantage is reduced and ultimately slightly reversed 
with- increasing experience. The median annual salary- for 
graduate technicians in 1975 started at $9,200 with less 
than a year of experience/ increased steadily to $13,000 
twelve years after graduation, then rose grad^ually to a njaxi- 
mum of $13,700. Non-graduate technician median salaries in 
1975 started at $7,700 and rose to a peak of $14,200 at 
about 28 years of experience. 

Four-year bachelor's degree technologists are reported . 
as a separate category in the EMC surveys. _ Median startinr; 
salaries for this' group in 1975 began at' $10^400, 13 percent 
hig&er than the median for two-year graduates and 3 5 percent 
more than for non-gradu^tes^ The trend of EMC 'surveys to 
date indicates that the differential enjoyed by bachelor's 
degree technicians will continue to persist as this group 
becomes more humerous and its members grow in experience. 

Figure 2 shows the median salary curves for the three 
categories of technicians plotted on a. single graph. These 
may be compared with the detailed smooth curves found .in the 
body of the report. The bachelor's degree curve is displaced 
two years to the right on this graph to make the age dis- 
tributions approximately comparable between the three groups 
shown.

A special feature of this report is the charts giving 
weighted national salary averages. In order to give each 
industry group • its proper weight in relation to total 
national employmsnt of technicians , factors were introduced 
into the computer program to compensate for over-representation 
of survey replies in some' groups as compared to others. 
This provides a more representative set of data than would 
be. obtained by simply summing all survey responses. This 
survey covers such a large population of technicians that 
J:here is little difference between the weighted national 
average curves and those for all respondents. The 
raw (unsmoothed) data tables for the All Respondents group 
are included in this report for, purposes of comparison. 

HOW THE SURVEY WAS CONDUCTED 

A threes-part: questionnaire form was used (see facsimile 
in the Appendix) on which respondents simply indicated the 
n^uraber of individuals , in appropriate boxes of a salary versus 
experience matrix. No special definitions were given other 
than those printed on the questionnaire. Forms were sent 
to EMC' s regular' list of survey participants, consisting of 
employers in all major areas of industry government, 'and 
higher education. 

Returns were reviewed for accuracy and consistency, and 
coded according to industry group "and geographical location. 
Then the salary data were keypunched and verified. The 
punched cards -were processed through our special three-stage 
computer program. The output of the first stage, consisting 
of reconstructed summary . reports for each respondent, was 
reviewed to detect and correct any gross keypunch errors. 
The second stage output consisted of distribution matrices 
for each selected industry group. A. sample matrix is included 
in the^ Appendix. More groups were actually analyzed than 
are included in this report, in order to arrive at the best 
and most useful combinations* Finally . data tables were pro- 
duced for each selected group. These tables' have been repro- 
duced directly below each of the, plotted salary curves in 
this report. ' . , : ■ . ' 

The EMC computer program calculates salary medians, 
quartiles, deciles, and means for each array of salaries 
in a given "Years Since Graduation" column. Since salaries 
are , reported within brackets of $500 or $1000, the computer 
interpolates each fractile to the nearest $50 by assuming

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a straight-line distribution between the extremes of the sal- 
ary bracket,. For example, if the median technician happened 
to be the 20th one in the 49,500 to $10,000 bracket, and there 
were 50 salaries reported in this bracket, the median point 
v/ould be 20/50 of the $500- range covered, or $200, and the com- 
puted median salary would be $9,700. " 

The fractiles are first produced as "raw" data.. In gen- 
eral we have found that curves plotted on the basis of raw 
data contain- many irregularities that result ' more from inher- 
ent limitations of the methodology than from significant 
charges in compensation ^.practices . Therefore most of the 
curves presented in this report are based on "smooth" data 
developed by a curve-fitting routine. (The curves for "All 
Respondents" and many of the data tables for Bachelor of Tech- 
nology graduates are examples of raw data.) All raw data curves 
and tables are clearly marked as such. Each .fractile curve is 
computed separately m the form y = ax + bx + c, where y is the 
. .'reciprocal of salary and x represents years of experience raised 

to a power' z. The smoothing program determines the values of 
a, b, Cr and z that give the ^minimum sum of the squares of the 
differences between the raw and smooth values of y/ the squared 
rlif ferei-ices being weighted by the populations associated with 
each of the da'ta points.* 

Haw data and distribution matrices may be obtained from 
EMC for 3.n^ of the charts on special order at $2.00 per table, 
prepaid. ^ • . 

METHOD OF PRESENTATION 

Each set of curves is defined according to the industry 
group, degree level, or geographical region covered. Respon- 
dents constituting each industry group are listed in the 
Appendix. This enables users to determine whether their own 
organization is reasonably comparable with the group covered 
by the curves. Geographical regions are defined on page 29. 

Below each -set of curves are printed the^^data points on 
which they are based. The data tables also include mean 
salaries (which are not plotted and normally differ little 
from the median) and the number of salaries within each col- 
umn. Users should always note these figures to be sure that* 
the age distribution of their own employees. is 'consistent 
with the group described by the curves. Data points. have 
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been'^omitted where there were fewer than five salaries in a 
column. The data tables also list' the number of salaries 
above $20,000 or below $7,000, which were the limits estab- 
lished by the questionnaire form. -The plotted curves and 
data tables are terminated where they go beyond these limits. 

In surveys of this kind there is always a chance that 
one or two large employers may dominate a particular indus- 
try group. To avoid such over-representation we weight groups 
where necessary to insure that no employer is responsible for 
,more than half of the data. Data tables for sUch groups are 
clearly identified and the actual number of salaries reported 
by respondents in the group is given in addition to the weighted 
total. ^ 

To protect the data provided by individual respondents , 
we require that there be at least four employers in an indus- 
try group before salary curves are produced. The confidential- 
ity of individual salary schedules is protected at all times. 

COVERAGE AND RESPONSE. 

This report is based on returns submitted by 630 different 
establishments employing 61,537 technicians. A distribution 
by employment group appears on page 20. 

NOTES ON THE SALARY CURVES • ' 

In some cases, the detailed curves show graduate techni- 
cians receiving lower salaries than nongraduates for the same ^ 
number of years experience. In part this may be due to the 
operation of our curve-smoothing computer program, but it may 
result from other factors as well. College programs in engine- 
ering technology are relatively new, and until recent years 
have produced fairly small numbers of graduates. Many experi- 
enced technicians have obtained their formal educations at- an 
older age than current graduates, while others have obtained^ 
most of their training on. the job. All curves show that rec'ent 
technical school graduates are making significantly higher 
salaries than non'graduates , but after 20 or more years of experT 
ence it is common for the educational differential to become 
less significant in comparison with on-the-job experience, and 
performance. 

This condition is particularly noticeable in the curves 
for the Electrical Equipment, Electronic Equipment, and Machin- 
ery industries, where it appears to result from the employment 
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patterns reported by several large employers. Because of 
the. large number of salaries reported by these employers,, 
their data exert a strong influence on the Electrical & Elec- 
tronic. Products , All Manufacturing Industry, All Industry 
Northeast, All Industry Large, and All Industry curves, even 
though no single employer contributed as much as half of the 
data in any industry group. Users should be particularly 
careful in using these curves and data tables to -'make sure 
that their own employment patterns are consistent with those 
indicated by the curves, with regard to the distribution of 
graduate and non-graduate technicians at different age or 
experience levels. 

Because, of the difficulty in integrating* bachelor ' s 
degree holders with other technicians, this group has been 
excluded from all curves except those* specifically labeled 
as applicable to bachelor's degree gr^aduates. The heading'' 
''Till Technicians" where used :in this report should there- 
fore be interpreted as "Technicians with an associate degree 
and equivalent nongraduates . " ^ 

DEFINITION OF INDUSTRY GROUPS 

The list of employer groups on the next page shows how 
the data in this report are related to each other, in hierar- 
chical fashion, starting with All Respondents and continuing 
with breakdowns into smaller and more detailed groups. 'Users 
should select the curves and data tables for the group most 
closely matching their own situation. In some cases, it will 
be necessary to refer to the next larger grouping for more 
detailed data. ^ * . 

The following ex'planatory notes refer to groups whose 
identity may ""not be obvious from the headings on the charts 
and the list of respondents given in the Appendix: 

ALL INDUSTRY REGIONAL CURVES - These sets of curves show how 
technician salaries in industry vary by major geographical 
region. They include all industry .respondents , both manu- 
facturing and nonmanuf actur ing .' Because employment patterns 
differ greatly from state to state depending on concentra- 
tions of industry, these curves should be interpreted only 
as rough guides to overall regional variations. 

ALL INDUSTRY CURVES BY SIZE OF ESTABLISHMENTS - These include 
only manufacturing and nonmanuf actur ing industry ' respondents 
to the survey. Small establishments are arbitrarily defined

ALL MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY - These curves are composites of 
the following industry groups — Aerospace, Chemicals, Elec-' 
trical Equipment, Electronic Equipment, Machinery, Fabricated 
Metal Prpducts, Metals — Basic- & Mining, Miscellaneous Manu- 
facturing, Paper, and Petroleum.

ALL MECHANICAL PRODUCTS - This group consists of the Aerospace, 
Machinery, Fabricated Metal Products, and Metals — Basic & 
Mining groups. 

ALL CONSUMER PRODUCTS - This is a composite of the Chemicals, 
Petroleum, Paper, and Miscellaneous Manufacturing groups. 

PETROLEUM INDUSTRY ~ This group consists of oil, gas^ and 
pipeline companies plus related technical service organiza- 
tions as indicated by (P) on the list of participants in the 
Appendix. 

ALL NONMANUFACTURING INDUSTRY - This group includes companies 
listed" under Communications, Construction, Electric Utilities, 
Engineering & Architectural Consultants Gas Utilities & 
Pipelines, Research & Development, Technical Services, and 
Transportation. 

RESEARCH DEVELOPMENT - These curves are for employers lis- 
ted as R&D Laboratories plus the research components of vari- 
ous industry groups and government laboratories as indicated 
by (R) in the list of respondents . 

INDUSTRIAL R&D - This grouping consists of the research com- 
ponents of the industry groups -as indicated by (R) in the 
list of respondents. 

R&D LABORATORIES - These curves are for the nongovernment re- 
search laboratories only. 

BACHELOR ^F TECHNOLOGY GRADUATES - As previously noted, these 
technologists are" not included in the salary curves for other 
technicians. Since there were only about 2,400 bachelor of , 
technology salaries included in the survey, it was not possi- 
ble to develop individual curves for each industry group. 
The curves and data tables for bachelor's degree technologists,

broken down in as much detail as was feasible, are grouped 
together for convenience. 

The following groups are included for purposes of com- 
parison with s^imilar groupings reported in the 1973 techni- 
cians' salary survey, and to provide sufficiently large group- 
ings to permit the generation of -curves and data tables for 
bachelor .,of technology graduates . In each case y more detailed 
data are presented for the individual industry groups included 
in these combined groupings. 

ELECTRICAL & ELECTRONIC PRODUCTS - This consists of the Elec- 
trical Equipment and Electronic Equipment groups combined. 

METAL PRODUCTS This grouping includes Fabricated ^Metal Pro- 
ducts and Metals, Basic and Mining. 

CONSTRUCTION & CONSULTANTS - This group cons is ts of Construc- 
tion and Engineering & Architectural Consultants combined. 

ELECTRIC & COMBINED UTILITIES - This combination is equiva- 
lent^ to the Electric Utilities group in the 1973 repor.t. In 
the 1975 survey separate curves have been developed for Elec- 
tric Utilities and Combined Electric and Gas Utilities.' 

EDUCATION - This group consists of Engineering Schools and 
Technician 'Schools combined. ^ 

LIMITATIOtsfS 

Users of this report should apply salary curves with 
judgment. We report salary data as ttirnished - by the survey 
respondents, but there is no way of knowing whether respon- 
dents represent a typical cross-section of a particular in- 
dustry group. Data in some year columns may be based on a 
relatively small number of salaries. In such cases the 
smoothed curves may represent a cons iderable departure from 
the raw data points.'' As explained previously, the methodol- 
ogy and presentation of da.ta involve a number of inherent limi 
tations. The salary curves" and data must thus be viewed as 
general guides, not as absolutes. 

In publ ishing these curves EMC is attempting to show 
^.what prevailing salary patterns ' are , not what we think they' 
"'ought to be. In the 'final analysis the salaries paid to - 
individuals are determined by many factors, especially their 
performance of assigned duties. Such factors cannot be 
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measured by a survey of this^ kind. Therefore EMC cannot* 
undertake to evaluate individual salary s ituations , * nor to 
advise employers as to the salaries they should pay for 
specific positions.
